Lentil  exports  from  the  United  States  during  the  calendar  year  1966  totaled 
kk7 ,75k  cwt.,  down  16  percent  from  the  196$  record  high  level  of  531*C21 
cwt.  Prior  to  1965*  export  data  for  lentils  were  available  only  for  that 
part  of  the  trade  passing  through  Pacific  Northwest  ports.  For  this  reason, 
the  I960 -6k  average  figures  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  the  1965  and 
1966  figures.  Pacific  Northwest  exports  in  1966  totaled  398, 21; 7 cwt.,  8I4. 
percent  of  the  total  compared  with  531*000  cwt.  or  89  percent  of  the  total 
in  1965. 

Europe  continues  to  be  the  principal  market  for  U.S.  lentils,  taking  7k 
percent  of  the  total  exports.  The  largest  single  market  was  West  Germany 
which  imported  189,U57  cwt.,  1;2  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  export.  The 
Netherlands,  Venezuela,  and  Panama  were  other  leading  importers  of  U.S. 
lentils  in  1966. 

Formerly  an  importer  of  lentils,  the  United  States  has  now  become  one  of 
the  world's  larger  exporters.  Syria  is  currently  the  largest  exporter;  other 
leading  exporters  are  Lebanon,  Chile,  Turkey,  and  Ethiopia.
